Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 4.— ( U P ) - 
Death has again claimed 
its 
grim 
toll in a mine disaster and today 19 
men are dead following an explosion 
that wrecked Butt No. 15 
of 
the 
Pittsburgh Terminal Co.’s Mine No 
4 at Horning. 
Trapped in a 
passageway 
4,000 
feet from the mine entrance, 
only 
two of 21 men at work fighting a 
blaze in the men, escaped alive. They 
are Edward Travis, a mine foreman, 
and Louis Powell. 
The explosion which occurred 
4 P. M. yesterday, was the 
after­ 
math of a fire which broke out when 
a cutting machine broke through a 
vein into a gas pocket. 
The 21 men went into Butt No. 15 
4,000 feet from the main entrance 
At 5:30 P. M. George Osier, 
vice 
president of the company in charge 
of operations, came out of the pit, 
announcing his belief that the fire 
had been brought 
under 
control. 
W ithin half an hour a terrific explo­ 
sion was felt and the 
group 
was 
trapped while between 500 and 600 
others emerged from other sections 
of the men, some of them not know­ 
ing any trouble was around them. 
After three charred bodies were 
brought out of the mine last night, 
about 150 rescue workers continued 
their efforts to save the 
other 
16 
men trapped, but when these were 
reached early today all were dead. 
At I A. M. another blast of gas in 
the mine was reported, but none was 
hurt. 
About 1,000 persons, many of 
them relatives of the trapped men, 
stood at the mine entrance in the 
wet snow waiting for news of what 
had happened. 
It was only at an 
early hour today that the scope of 
the disaster became apparent. 
The section of Butt No. 15 where 
the explosion occurred was 
walled 
off today in an effort to exterminate 
the fires. 
Sixteen bodies remained 
within this section, while only three 
have been recovered. 
When the second explosion occur­ 
red at I A. M. today William I v 111, 
superintendent of Mine No. 3 of the 
Pittsburgh Terminal Coal Company 
and Mathew 
Blair, superintendent 
of Mine No. 8, were overcome. 
As 
they were carried out on stretchers 
much excitement w’as caused, it be­ 
ng thought the disaster had claimed 
additional lives. 


Pittsburgh. Pa., Feb. 4.— The bod­ 
ies of 16 men entombed in the Mine 
No. 4 of the Pittsburgh 
Terminal 
Coal Company at Horning, may not 
be recovered for two weeks 
or 
a 
month. 
This announcement was made this 
afternoon by company officials, state 
investigators and expert mine rescue 
men. 
Brattices were being erected to­ 
day in an attempt to 
smother 
the 
fire, but the danger of an outburst 
of flame from the coal even if the 
fire is apparently out will make it 
necessary for a 
long 
interval 
to 
elapse before the sealing walls are 
removed. 
Eight men at work in sealing the 
burning section were overcome 
by 
gas this afternoon but are now re­ 
covering. 
The death list has been fixed at 
19, three bodies having been recov­ 
ered and 16 men being entombed.

Chicago, Feb. 4—(UP)—Thirty-five 
years ago a slim little chap strolled 
through the streets of Chicago dream­ 
ing of the time when he would become 
president of something or other. 
But before that time when he was 
to become president, this eight year 
old boy was faced with the more im­ 
mediate task of caring for a mother 
and four children. 
Father had died

she made. 
Mostly this youngster was 
hungry. 
He was ragged too.

never failed to take something home 
to mother. 
Today he’s sitting in the president’s 
chair of the Washington Shirt com­ 
pany and they’re talking 
about 
“I 
Knew him when—.” 
Tuesday night at the annual meet­ 
ing of the company, which has stores 
in 18 dies, Paul H. Metzger was elec­ 
ted president. 
Paul H. Metzger is 
that same boy who roamed around the 
streets here 35 years ago. 
Dignified, high in the ranks of his 
trade, Paul Metzger did not tell them 
how by diligent work he had risen to 
his position. 
He gave all the credit 
to two women. One that Metzger used 
to take his pennies home to, and the 
other his wife, Lydia, “who managed 
to keep my home going 
luring the 
days I was a minor clerk.” 
Up through the jobs of stock boy, 
clerk salesman, Metzger said, “I trav­ 
eled, always with the presidency in 
view'. 
Now I’m there. 
Two women 
made me.” 
Metzger does not have a long list 
howr to succeed. 
“Just do what you are told,” he 
says. 
“W’atch the mistakes of your 
superiors and avoid them when you 
get in their job. 
Be polite. 
‘Yes, 
ma’am’ and ‘no, sir,’ never hurt any­ 
body. 
Be honest with your company 
and you’ll get there.”

All five bodies wrere re­ 
clined from the wreck after the 
fire and brought to an undertaxing 
parlor here. 
The dead mother of

SAYS COMBINES WILL 
SET PRICE OF FARMERS’ GOODS 
Washington, Feb. 4— The obvious 
result of two recent big food com­ 
binations with capital of $2,200,000,- 
000 will he to control the price of 
everything the farmer sells, and ev­ 
erything edible the people buy, Sen­ 
ator Robert M. LaFollette, republi­ 
can, Wisconsin, charged today. 
In 
a statement 
explaining 
his 
resolution introduced in the senate 
yesterday to provide for an investi­ 
gation of the 
food 
m anufacturers’ 
combine, LaFollette said: 
“On Jan. 31, the Ward Food Prod­ 
ucts Corporation was formed in Bal­ 
timore with a potential capitalization 
of $2,000,000,000 for the purpose of 
dealing in all food products and by­ 
products. 
‘‘This huge combine which 
will 
buy the farmers' products 
on 
the 
farm and sell them to the consumers 
at market is obviously intended to 
control the price of every table ar­ 
ticle from milk to bread. 
Its obvi­ 
ous result will be to control prices, 
not only the farmers’ prices but the 
consumers’ price. 
It is a very dan­ 
gerous thing to let such a monopoly 
he erected.” 
LaFollette’s resolution came this 
morning before the audit and con­ 
trol committee, which has charge of 
senate purse strings. 
It is usual 
for the committee to authorize any 
investigation Justifying the expense 
and 
seldom has 
it 
attempted 
to 
thw art an investigation. 
The reso­ 
lution should be submitted for vote 
of the senate within a few days. 
Republicans have indicated some 
slight opposition on the ground that 
it might be considered a subject for 
a federal trade investigation under 
the anti-trust law, but they have 
not yet decided whether they will a t­ 
tempt to block it. 
LaFollette him­ 
self probably would conduct the in­ 
vestigation whch m ight grow out of 
the resolution. 
He is a member of 
the manufacturers’ committee and it 
has been the custom in the past to 
permit the author of an investiga­ 
tion resolution to conduct the 
in­ 
quiry.

HOUSE WIVES LEAGUE 
SOUNDS ALARM 
New York, Feb. 4.—(UP)—Mobiliza­ 
tion of women of the country to com­ 
bat whatver ill * effects may result 
from the formation of two new gigan­ 
tic corporations dealing in bread and 
other foodstuffs began yesterday. 
Facqd with the organization of the 
$2,000,000,000 Ward Food Products Cor­ 
poration last week and announcement 
of a $200,000,000 national corporation 
in Wall street, also designed to con­ 
trol food products, Mrs. Julian Heath, 
national president of the House Wives 
League, has warned members of the 
league throughout the country to he 
prepared to protect themselves. 
“The business of housekeeping is 
bigger than the Ward combination and 
all other food combinations,” Mrs. 
Heath declared, as she wired members 
of the league to 
communicate 
with 
their senators and congressmen in 
Washington to see that the “business 
of housekeeping is protected.” 
Housewives of the country will he 
urged to turn to their own ovens and 
revive the war-time gardens, if neces­ 
sary to break the monopoly which it is 
feared the new food corporations may 
threaten. 
William B. Ward, head of the new 
corporation bearing his name, has said 
that the housewives are the bakers’ 
only competitors, in justification of the 
baking combine. 
Mrs. Heath accepts this statement 
and warned that the moment “qualty 
of the bakers’ product is lowered or 
the price of bread increased above 
what is regarded as a fair level, a 
housewives’ strike will follow." 
“Don’t think for a moment," she 
said, "that the housewife has forgot­ 
ten how to bake her own bread, or 
how to raise her own garden produce. 
I might say too that we are* not alto­ 
gether satisfied with the present stand 
or the recent prices.”

Nearly 750,000 pilgrims went to 
Montreal and with superior 
tran s­ 
portation facilities and increased in­ 
terest In the congress it Is consider­ 
ed almost certain 
that 
1,000,000 
will attend the Chicago gathering, 
and the number may he considerably 
larger, 
The Eucharistic celebration 
will 
he held from June 20 to 24, ending 
on the 24th iii a magnificent ecclesi­ 
astic procession and pageant ut Men­ 
delian, 111., a village near Chicago 
where the church maintains a sem­ 
inary and extensive country retreat. 
One of the high spots of the con­ 
gress will he ii huge demonstration 
on Soldiers’ Field on Chicago's lake 
front, featured by a chorus of 50,000

Mr. Murphy w as elected secretary 
treasu rer of the society at the meet 
jug, thus bringing to B rainerd a high 
honor. 
The text of the add ress w as as fol 
lows, on the subject. “The Relation of 
the Engineer 
to the Community 
Which He is Placed” : 
“ It should be friendly. 
He should 
not make the m istake of the man who 
upon reading a glow ing prospectus on 
California, went there and not finding 
conditions to his liking started back 
and on the highest hill outside the cit 
of San Francisco, turned, dram atical! 
lifted his hand and said, ‘Goodbye 
goodbye C alifornia, land of lemons 
prunes and nuts.’ 
But had he stayed 
he might have found ways and mean 
to 
sw eeten 
the 
lemons, 
stew 
the 
prunes and crack the nuts. 
“ The engineer, besides being a ma 
them atical shark, a precision hound 
should be a diplomat, 
f have forgot 
ten who said it but it will apply now 
‘The study of mankind is m an,’ and 
this should be one of the en gineer’ 
slogan s. 
"H e should join the different civic 
clubs, be a salesm an , and let the peo 
pie of that community know that he 
has the greatest thing in the world 
to sell, the roads. 
“ Most of us belong to the so-called 
sm all town class. 
I am proud of it 
I had rather, when w alking down th 
street of my own home town, have th 
salutation of my fellow’s than riches 
“ The engineer should be big enough 
to be looked upon a s an a sse t along 
with the other professional men, th 
doctors, the law yers, etc. 
He should, 
cultivate the acquaintance of all with 
in his p articu lar sphere of operation 
for the personal equation has a great 
<leal to do W’ith the resu lts that he at 
tains. 
“ In his relation with the board of 
county com m issioners he 
should 
be 
their source of information, knowing 
a s he does the condition of the county 
a s a whole. 
“ We know that in som e counties the 
engineer is regarded a s a bird of p ass 
age for every one to take a shot at 
but here in Crow W ing county the en 
gineer and the county board are two 
co-ordinates that work together very 
harm oniously. 
A budget is m ade up 
ut the beginning of the year and with 
the exception of some minor unforseen 
problem s it w orks out very well. 
In 
1925 the am ount set aside 
for 
the 
sin kin g fund exceeded the 1925 bud 
g e t’s estim ate by $2,000. 
“ The board of Crow’ Wing county 
believes in fair play and has the con 
tidence of the whole county and it is 
certainly a p leasu re for an engineer 
to work with them. 
“ The engineer should learn to talk 
to sell to others the things that he 
knows so well, for the engineers as 
a c la ss are above the average m an in 
intelligence. 
But 
unfortunately 
ex 
cept in few cases he cannot express 
himself. 
“ He should at tim es com m une with 
himself, take account, see w hat kind 
of an a sset he is, look for the faults 
study them, devise w ay s and m eans to 
correct sam e. 
Believe in yourself and 
put the personal U brand on the com ­ 
munity. 
Th is is an a sse t that you 
and I cannot overlook. 
If we give 
ou rselves the sam e kind of criticism 
that we are prone to give others, we 
will go farther. 
“ We are on this earth for a purpose 
You and I have chosen the en gineer’s 
profession. 
Let our footsteps be along 
straigh t lines and our stan dard of Iiv 
ing the p recise levels that our p rofes­ 
sion dem ands so that when we join 
the ‘Innum erable C arav an ,’ we can say

These 
twenty states are Minnesota, Washington, Wisconsin, Alabama, 
South Dakota, Kentucky, Idaho, Nebraska, Arkansas, New Mex­ 
ico, Utah, Oklahoma, Iowa, North Dakota, Tennessee, South Car­ 
olina, Montana, Vermont, California and Ohio. 
Even partial regulation of hotels has been found to be a great 
help in protecting the rights of constant hotel users and no one 
will say that the work along this line in the twenty states men­ 
tioned has not improved conditions.

After seeing a snatch of eastern and Hon th em foot­ 
ball and boing associated actively wit Ii the far w estern game, Glenn Warner, 
Stanford coach, believe 
that eastern football is not as good as the southern 
or California game. 
He exp resses the opinion that tho eastern game is too conservative and 
It hound too much by zone rales and precedents, 
It is quite true that some eastern team s stick too closely to the old ga m e 
but such team s as Princeton and Dartmouth certainly cannot he accused of 
being behind tin* times. 
Princeton has been charged with being too radical by many critics blit 
Bill Roper is a disciple of the theory that it matters little what play wins a 
game if it does Win. 
Warner certainly is qualified to exp ress art opinion 
and a good one. too 
because he has been associated wit ii tin* gam e in various sections of tin* 
country and he has kept apace of its developm ent.

He knows, however, that a lot of eastern teams that do not indulge in 
extremes of the forward pass might do so if the coach had a player who could 
throw a pass sixty-five yards ami another player who could catch it. 
Many of the eastern eoaches have to pattern their gam e to the material 
at hand and lf they haven’t material suited to a modern open gam e, they 
can't go out and get it 
on short notice.

The fine victory that Alabama scored ov< r W ashington in the Pasadena

Football in the south has developed more rapidly since tin* war than 
in any section of the country and in face of greater difficulties and handicaps. 
The development of the southern gam e may have been due in part 
to flu 
w illingness of southern co I luges to send their team s north through a period 
some time back when a trip promised little m ore than a heating to tile play­ 
ers. 
That day is passed, however, and only a few southern team s are hooked 
as early season setups. 
Tim time lias arrived when southern football is entitled to demand that 
northern and western team s agree to home-arid homo arrangem ents in hook­ 
ing games. 
With the exception of Penn State and Notre Dame, very few northern 
teams have been w illin g to go south. 
Financial objections no longer stand there are no other 
reasons wily the 
south cannot demand equal recognition.
